Adult social care services fees to increase as core Government funding axed

THE “poorest in our society” will 
be hit by large increases to adult 
social care service fees across Sur¬ 
rey, according to the chief execu¬ 
tive of a disabled rights group. 

Surrey County Council (SCC) 
provide adult social care servic¬ 
es for people in need of practical 
support due to illness, disability, 
old age or low income. The coun¬ 
cil charges for services including 
help with personal tasks such as 
shopping and bathing, attendance 
at day services and respite care in 
residential accommodation. 

Under new charges being imple¬ 
mented by the council from Octo¬ 
ber 3, people wanting to arrange 
individualised care in their own 
homes will have to pay a £295 ad¬ 
ministrative fee, on top of an exist¬ 
ing annual charge of £75. 

Disabled people will also be 
charged for home care services in¬ 
cluding housing support, support¬ 
ed living, transport and respite 
care. The council will not charge 
for equipment to help with daily 
living, property adaptations under 
£1,000 and providing information 
and advice. 

The council will also now con¬ 
sider an applicant’s ability to pay 
for support against 100 per cent of 
their income, rather than 90 per 
cent. 

For couples, 50 per cent of joint¬ 
ly owned capital will be taken into 
account. 

The council said increasing the 
cost of charges was necessary in 
order to maintain the services 
it provides, as it expected to be 
spending an extra £20m on adult 
social care a year by 2020. 

Speaking to the Epsom Guard¬ 
ian in May, Carol Pearson, chief 
executive at Surrey Coalition of 


Disabled People said: “We know 
the council is in a very, very diffi¬ 
cult financial position, but to save 
so much money from so few people 
seems really difficult. 

“It is difficult to understand the 
individual impact, but we do know 
that disabled people are among the 
poorest in our society, and losing 
money every week will seriously 
impact on what they can do.” 

SCC launched a consultation in 
April on its charging policy for the 
services in which it outlined four 
potential changes. 


The council had proposed to re¬ 
move a £20 disregard when calcu¬ 
lating the allowance of people who 
require respite care, but decided 
to keep this at a Cabinet meeting 
in July. 

A spokesman from SCC said: 
“Surrey’s population is both ris¬ 
ing and ageing. It is estimated 
that older people will make up 20 
per cent of the population by 2021, 
increasing the demand on health 
and social care services. 

“Income from charging is an es¬ 
sential contribution to adult social 


care’s budget to support the deliv¬ 
ery of adult social care services to 
help people live and age well. 

“The council has faced a signif¬ 
icant reduction of core central 
government funding for 2016/17, 
alongside the increasing demo¬ 
graphic demand for services. 

“The proposed changes to the 
charging policy are a more equi¬ 
table approach, as they are based 
on each person’s ability to pay to¬ 
wards their care, subject to their 
personal circumstances.”

New Business Improvement District plan to promote town 

A force for good: Firms 
gather to forge future

HABERDASHERS, lawyers, 
chemists, and pub landlords 
are pulling together to create a 
town-wide business partnership 
to improve Epsom. 

Owners of many of Epsom 
businesses discussed the next 
step in creating a Business Im¬ 
provement District (BID) in the 
town at the first meeting of the 
Epsom Town Business Partner¬ 
ship last week. 

Representatives from Marks 
& Spencer, Wilko, Specsavers, 
The Assembly Room (Wether- 
spoon’s), The Stitch Mouse, Sur¬ 
rey Chambers, Boots, TWM So¬ 
licitors, and the Ashley Centre 
met on Thursday, September 1. 

A survey gathering informa¬ 
tion on businesses’ priorities for 
Epsom and their appetite for a 
BID is currently being run with 
a closing date in late September. 

A formal ballot would then 
need to be held, and Epsom, Ew¬ 
ell and Stoneleigh town centres 
manager Alanna Coombes sug¬ 
gested this could take place next 
summer.

In March, about 30 business¬ 
es showed their approval, in 
principle, for the creation of 
an Epsom BID - a business-led, 
business-funded group formed 
to improve the town. 

There are currently more than 
200 BIDs across the country, with 
the UK’s first being set up in the 
neighbouring borough of King¬ 
ston, where traders set up a busi¬ 
ness plan that defines a strategy 
to improve their town and pool 
funding towards their goal. 

Nationally, businesses in a 
BID pay an extra 1.4 per cent on 


top of their business rates. 

Ms Coombes said gauging 
public opinion would be easier 
after this month’s survey 

She said: “There seemed to be 
lots of enthusiasm around the 
room so at the end of the event 
(in March) the host asked peo¬ 
ple to raise their hand if they 
thought businesses should move 
to what is the first stage of a BID 
process - to carry out a town 
centre survey to test businesses’ 
appetite for a BID. 

“The response was unani¬ 
mous - all raised their hands.” 

Priorities that were suggested 
in March included: 

• Better branding to pro¬ 
mote Epsom’s heritage 

• Improved access and sig¬ 
nage to the town centre from 
Epsom station 

• Zone 6 for Epsom so people 
can use Oyster cards to travel 
more easily 

• A cleaner town 

• Unique retailers 

• Improved parking at lower 
costs 

• Later buses and trains 

• More control for local peo¬ 
ple over use of town centre 
buildings

A 16-year-old science genius 
believes he may have made 
a breakthrough in treating 
an aggressive form of breast 
cancer. 

Krtin Nithiyanandam 
from Epsom has claimed to 
have found a way to make 
triple negative breast cancer, 
a subset of the disease that 
affects about 7,500 women 
every year and which does 
not respond to traditional 
cancer drugs. 

The subset is diagnosed 
based on the presence, or lack 
of oestrogen receptors, pro¬ 
gesterone receptors and hu¬ 
man epidermal growth factor 
receptor 2 (HER2), according 
to the Triple Negative Breast 
Cancer Foundation. 

The most successful breast 
cancer treatments target 
these receptors, but since 
none of these receptors are 
found in women with triple 
negative breast cancer, the 
disease is difficult to treat. 

Krtin believes he may have 


found a way to change the 
cancer, so that it responds to 
drugs. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian after completing 
his first day of sixth form at 
Sutton Grammar School on 
Monday, he said: “With most 
types of breast cancer, they 
have receptors on them, and 
a lot of drugs intend to treat 
cancer by blocking those re¬ 
ceptors. 

“Because triple negative 
breast cancer doesn’t have 
those receptors, the drugs 


don’t work. 

“To attack it, more tradi¬ 
tional methods, like chemo¬ 
therapy, are used.” 

Krtin believes he has found 
a way to turn triple negative 
breast cancer’s characteris¬ 
tic undifferentiated cells - 
which get stuck in a deadly 
embryonic form - into their 
more complete, more treata¬ 
ble form, by blocking a pro¬ 
tein called ID4. 

“I’m not changing the 
drug. I’m changing the can¬ 
cer,” he added. 


Krtin had been working on 
the therapies at his school’s 
laboratory in Manor Lane, 
Sutton. 

He hopes announcing his 
breakthrough will garner in¬ 
terest in the wider scientific 
community and lead to fur¬ 
ther medical breakthroughs. 

He said: “I’ve sent it around 
to a few professors and they 
seem to have a lot of contacts 
so it looks promising.” 

Krtin attracted inter¬ 
national recognition last 
year for devising a test for 
Alzheimer’s, and gave a 
TEDx Talk - a series of global 
conferences on “ideas worth 
spreading” in technology, en¬ 
tertainment and design - on 
why students should break 
into science. 

At just 16 years of age, he 
says he is yet to decide which 
fields he wants to focus on, 
but is interested in bioplas¬ 
tics and medicine. 

He said: “At the moment 
I’m leaning towards the med¬ 
icine side of things. 

“I do like the idea of aca¬ 
demic medicine. You get to do 
the research in the labs, but 
also get clinical practice.”

A WORCESTER Park teenager has been 
named as one of two who died this sum¬ 
mer after allegedly taking drugs at Lon¬ 
don’s Fabric nightclub.

Rebecca Allott, headteacher at Cheam 
High School, said: “The school was very 
sorry to hear of the death of its former 
student Jack Crossley, who left Cheam 
in 2014. Condolences on behalf of the 
school have been sent to Jack’s family at 
this sad time.” 

An inquest into his death will be held 
at Poplar coroner’s court on January 4. 

Islington Council voted to revoke 
Fabric’s licence and close the club on 
Tuesday, September 6 despite more than 
100,000 people, including leading DJs and 
musicians Fatboy Slim, Annie Mac and 
the Chemical Brothers, signing a peti¬ 
tion urging councillors to reject Metro¬ 
politan police calls to shut Fabric.

Block of flats plan rejected 


Approved strategy aims to make improvements to Epsom town centre 

'Plan E’ work starts in 2017 



Revamp: Epsom town centre 


CONTROVERSIAL plans 
to demolish a disused nurs¬ 
ing home and build a block 
of flats in Kingswood were 
thrown out by the council 
last week. 

A majority of Reigate and 
Banstead Council’s Planning 
Committee voted to reject 
plans for two three-storey 
buildings with 14 two-bed¬ 
room apartments in Furze 
Hill, Kingswood opposite Le¬ 
gal and General’s offices. 

Planners proposed to flat¬ 
ten the abandoned Wins- 
combe Nursing home - which 
had been closed in 2014, leav¬ 
ing 18 elderly people without 
accommodation - to make 
way for the flats and 28 park¬ 
ing spaces. 

More than a dozen King¬ 
swood residents had object¬ 
ed to the application on the 
council’s online planning 
portal prior to the decision. 

The application was reject¬ 
ed by 13 councillors at a meet¬ 
ing of the Planning Commit¬ 
tee on Thursday, August 31. 
Four councillors voted in fa¬ 
vour of the application. 

Councillors rejected the 
application on the grounds 
that its “bland appearance” 
failed to reflect Kingswood’s 
character, that the buildings’ 
height meant it would have 
an “overbearing” impact on 
the site’s neighbours, and 
that it failed to adequately 
contribute affordable hous¬ 
ing. 

Kingswood with Burgh 
Heath councillor Simon Par-

nell criticised the applica¬ 
tion, and its plans for replac¬ 
ing a “diminutive” disused 
nursing home with “huge” 
three-storey buildings. 

“There is no doubt that 
this site needs development,” 
he said, “but these buildings, 
which would resemble each 
other, are out of character 
with Kingswood, which has 
different housing. From the 
back, they look like an office 
block to me.” 

But South Park and 
Woodhatch councillor Derek 
Allcard was one of four who 
voted in favour of the appli¬ 
cation. 

He said: “I think this is a 
very elegant solution to quite 
a difficult problem. The ar¬ 
chitect has managed to use 
the site in a very efficient 
way They have avoided too 
much bulk by splitting the 
buildings and has provided 
a very nice amenity site to¬ 
wards the back of the site.” 

Reigate Central councillor 
Michael Blacker disagreed 
and added: “Furze Hill is 
dominated by large single 
dwellings with large single 
plots, and this site is not suit¬ 
able for 14 flats.”

WORK on the long-awaited 
“Plan E” improvement works 
to the roads and public spac¬ 
es in Epsom town centre will 
begin in January 2017, the 
council announced this week. 

The council’s Strategy and 
Resources Committee first 
approved a draft document 
for Plan E - a long-term strat¬ 
egy for improving leisure, 
cultural and recreational fa¬ 
cilities, maintain accommo¬ 
dation and enhancing retail 
units in the borough - in Jan¬ 
uary 2010. 

Seven years on, phased 
works are set to start with the 
relocation of the bus stand 
outside TK Maxx in Epsom 
High Street to the back of 
the Ashley Centre on Ashley 
Avenue. 

Alanna Coombes, town 
centres manager for Epsom, 
Ewell and Stoneleigh said: 
“This will allow traffic to 
move more freely in the High 
Street and open up the views 
of the High Street and Mar¬ 
ket Place.” 

Surrey County Council, 
which is leading the works, 
was awarded £2.7million 
from the Coast to Capital 
Local Enterprise Partner¬ 


ship - a coalition of local 
authorities and businesses 
in south London, Surrey and 
Sussex - to change the road 
layout in Epsom. It is hoped 
the scheme will reduce con¬ 
gestion and provide help for 
pedestrians and those using 
public transport within the 
town. 

Work was initially planned 
to start this autumn, but has 
been delayed until January 
3, 2017. Plan E is scheduled 
to be completed by October 
2017. 

A spokesperson for Surrey 
County Council said: “Some 
delays have occurred whilst 


Surrey County Council and 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council have sought ways 
of balancing the needs of all 
town centre users, in order 
to finalise the details and 
to avoid commencing any 
works in the build up to the 
Christmas period.” 

After the relocation of the 
TK Maxx bus stop, planners 
will widen the pavement out¬ 
side Metro Bank and change 
the signalling outside the 
Spread Eagle junction to en¬ 
hance safety. 

This will include a count¬ 
down for pedestrians, allow¬ 
ing them to better time their 


crossing. 

There are also plans to 
improve the junction out¬ 
side the Marquis of Granby 
in West Street, make South 
Street two-way, and make the 
market place more attractive. 

Ms Coombes added: “The 
overall aim of the works is 
to reduce congestion, make 
the town centre more pedes¬ 
trian-friendly and encourage 
people to move around the 
town centre much more and 
so make greater use of all 
the shops, services, cafes, res¬ 
taurants and our other great 
businesses. 

“Currently there is strong 
footfall in and around the 
Ashley Centre but I want it to 
spread out across the whole 
town centre - down South 
Street, Upper High Street and 
up West Street and Waterloo 
Road. These ‘Plan E’ improve¬ 
ments will help with that.” 

A spokesman for Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council 
advised: “In order that the 
works are carried out as safe¬ 
ly and efficiently as possible, 
temporary lane and road 
closures with traffic diver¬ 
sions and some parking and 
loading suspensions will be 
required when necessary 
whilst the works take place.”

Sportsman calls off third leg of challenges in tribute to friend 

Distance swimmer OK 
after drama in Channel

EXHAUSTED after 43 hours in 
the water, a 50-year-old aiming 
to complete three long distance 
open water swims passed out a 
mile from his destination. 

Mickey Helps was attempting 
to swim the English Channel and 
back during the second of a tril¬ 
ogy of challenges in memory of 
his friend last month, when he 
collapsed. 

His crew helped him aboard 
their vessel and took him to Ep¬ 
som General Hospital where he 
was treated for respiratory prob¬ 
lems, having pushed his body to 
the limit and swallowed a lot of 
salt water. He has since been dis¬ 
charged. 

Mr Helps, 50, of Longdown 
Lane North, Epsom, was raising 
funds for the British Heart Foun¬ 
dation with a series of three 
endurance swims to honour his 
friend, Mark Shepherd, 53, his 
former water polo captain, who 
died of a heart attack in January 

Mr Helps swam the eight miles 
between Europe and Africa at the 


Gibraltar Straits in May and set 
off on the hardest swim, the two- 
way Channel swim, on Thursday, 
August 25. 

He has now been forced to pull 
out of the third of the planned 
swims, the three-mile stretch 
between Europe and Asia at the 
Dardanelles Straits. 


During his Channel swim Mr 
Helps spent 43 hours in the water 
and covered 92.3 miles before col¬ 
lapsing a mile from shore, with 
choppy conditions cited as a ma¬ 
jor factor.

Commuters to launch 
legal bid for rail review

COMMUTERS are preparing to 
launch legal action against the 
Government over its handling of 
the Southern rail franchise. 

The Association of British 
Commuters (ABC) began crowd- 
funding at the start of this week 
and has sought legal advice as it 
looks to seek a judicial review of 
the Department for Transport 
(DfT) decision-making in rela¬ 
tion to the rail company 

The campaign group an¬ 
nounced its plans two days before 
the Rail, Maritime and Transport

(RMT) union launched its latest 
48-hour-strike in a long-running 
dispute over the future of con¬ 
ductors on Southern’s trains. 

Commuters have endured 
months of delays and cancella¬ 
tions on Southern’s trains, with 
disruption continuing even after 
the rail operator stripped 341 ser¬ 
vices from its daily timetable. 

The Go-Ahead Group, which 
co-owns Southern, reported a 
profit of nearly £100m last week 
- a day after the Government an¬ 
nounced a £20m fund to bail out 
the beleaguered rail company. 

A spokeswoman for the ABC 
said: “For over 18 months we 
have experienced severe delays 
and dangerously overcrowded 
trains and platforms, which form 
a major compromise to passen¬ 
ger safety 

“We have watched the situa¬ 
tion deteriorate for months, and 
still the DfT have abstained from 
their responsibility to ensure 
safety and service by intervening 
in a franchise quite clearly fall¬ 
ing apart. We have no confidence 
in the latest £20m initiative by 
the DfT, which appears to be no 
more than a sticking plaster over 
a failing but highly profitable pri¬ 
vate company, paid for by taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. 

“It is time to step up and use 
the law as the moral instrument 
the travelling public needs. We 
have no interest in launching a 
legal case after someone is seri¬ 
ously hurt - we must act now to 
prevent that possibility” 

The ABC has sought legal ad¬ 
vice from Devonshires Solicitors 


and specialist lawyers as it pre¬ 
pares to launch a judicial review 
bid. 

It is looking to raise £25,000 to 
cover the legal action. 

A DfT spokesman said: “It 
would not be appropriate for us 
to comment on speculation about 
potential legal action.” 

RMT guards are currently on 
strike, having walked out yester¬ 
day 

Mick Cash, general secretary 
of the RMT, said: “The guards’ ac¬ 
tion this week on Southern goes 
ahead as planned. RMT remains 
available for serious talks but Go- 
via Thames Railway clearly have 
no interest in resolving the dis¬ 
pute and it is also clear that the 
Government are propping them 
up financially and politically.” 

Alex Foulds, Southern’s pas¬ 
senger services director, said: 
“Passengers will be dismayed 
that the RMT has chosen to dis¬ 
rupt services yet again. This two- 
day strike will achieve nothing. 
After months of trying to reach 
agreement with the RMT, we are 
moving forward with our plans 
for the benefit of customers and 
we urge the RMT to join us in 
putting passengers first. 

“We have guaranteed all our 
onboard staff a job until the end 
of the franchise, with no reduc¬ 
tion in salary. Our plans are safe, 
and will mean fewer cancelled 
trains. We are sorry our pas¬ 
sengers will once again suffer 
because of RMT intransigence, 
and we urge the union to work 
with us to find a sensible way for¬ 
ward.”

Girls school head can stay in profession despite misconduct 

Head sacked for email 
to student can teach

A FORMER head teacher sacked 
last year for ‘unprofessional 
and inappropriate conduct’ has 
been allowed to remain in the 
profession despite breaching of¬ 
ficial standards in his behaviour 
towards a pupil, a disciplinary 
panel found. 

Peter Gale messaged a Non¬ 
such High School for Girls stu¬ 
dent from his personal email 
account outside of school hours 
and called her ‘sunshine’, a Na¬ 
tional College for Teaching and 
Leadership (NCTL) panel ruled. 

However, it did not find Mr 
Gale’s behaviour ‘sufficiently se¬ 
rious’ to amount to unacceptable 
professional conduct. 

The NCTL, the government 
agency responsible for teacher 
disciplinary hearings, agreed 
Mr Gale’s behaviour did fall 
short of standards expected of 
those in the profession - but not 
‘significantly’. 

Mr Gale, who was sacked as 
the head of the Cheam girls’ 
school in April last year, admit¬

ted at the hearing in Coventry 
last month he sent emails to the 
girl in 2014, including at times 
outside of school hours. 

The panel found that an email 
exchange between Mr Gale and 
the girl indicated she interpret¬ 
ed his use of the word ‘sun¬ 
shine’, which he said he used 
when speaking to many pupils, 
to mean ‘cute’ - demonstrating a 


failure to maintain professional 
boundaries. 

The ruling reads: “The panel 
has found that the proven con¬ 
duct involved breaches of the 
Teachers’ Standards. 

“However, although Mr Gale’s 
conduct was, by his own admis¬ 
sion, careless and fell short of 
the standards expected of the 
profession, the panel was not 
satisfied that the conduct fell 
significantly short of those 
standards. 

“Furthermore, the panel is 
not satisfied that the miscon¬ 
duct was sufficiently serious to 
amount to unacceptable profes¬ 
sional conduct. 

“Accordingly, the panel is not 
satisfied that Mr Gale is guilty 
of unacceptable professional 
conduct.” 

The NCLT’s decision to find 
Mr Gale not guilty of unaccept¬ 
able professional conduct means 
he can remain in the teaching 
profession. 

Mr Gale became head teach¬ 
er of Nonsuch High School for 
Girls in 2013. Before that he was 
deputy head teacher at Rosebery 
School, Epsom, between 2006 
and 2013.

Then I start getting a bit 
nervous thatmypastlifeisnot 
interesting enough. 

I can feel the hypnosis 
wearing off and my mind be¬ 
gin to wander... 

AFTER my experience I 
remain open-minded.

Southern needs cap on 


I CANNOT believe the Epsom 
Guardian printed the letter from 
an anonymous source audacious¬ 
ly and incorrectly labelling me a 
“liar” last week (Nationalising 
isn’t a fix, Your Say, September 
1 ). 

If he or she could escape their 
middle-class parochial mind¬ 
set and see that there is more to 
Southern’s network than their 
leafy bubble of Epsom, Ashtead 
and Leatherhead, they would 
see that other stations served by 
Southern are in dire need of in¬ 
vestment. 

The trains are too, as shown by 


overcrowded carriages being a 
staple of commuters’ journeys. 
I’ve often had to get later trains 
home from work because there 
simply wasn’t enough space on 
my first or second choice. 

The reasons for the ongoing 
dispute are manifold, of which 
the changing role of the guards 
receives the most scrutiny 
Where one’s sympathies lie in 
the debate inevitably comes 
down to whether you agree with 
the striker’s perception of your 
safety being threatened, or see 
them as stubbornly impeding 
automation or “progress”. 


The RMT’s general secretary 
Mick Cash cites “the threat to 
RMT members’ jobs” as a rea¬ 
son for the strike back in April - 
an understandable fear in these 
times of austerity and gross 
financial inequality. Mr Cash 
then cites Southern axing ca¬ 
tering services and threatening 
to close ticket offices as signs 
of stingily milking every pen¬ 
ny “regardless of the impact on 
safety, reliability and quality”. 
The letter’s author wilfully ig¬ 
nores this side of the argument. 

I will, however, agree that 
£30,000 a year is not to be sniffed

not call that “meagre”. 

However, coming back to the 
gross financial inequality, it is 
comparatively meagre, when 
you consider that Southern’s 
boss is on £2.1 million a year.

London's underground world of 
backstreet bike racing provides 
the backdrop for gritty thriller, 
Alleycats. 

Named after the social races 
of these city cyclists, first time 
director Ian Bonhote's high- 
energy film is about a bicycle 
courier and alleycat rider who 
witnesses a crime involving a 
prominent MP and its subsequent 
violent cover-up. 

It is a tense, twisting story, one 
where the audience never knows 
who to trust. 

Bonhote, who also 
co-wrote the film, told us: 

"As a filmmaker I always wanted 
to find something that was very 
London. 

"I didn't identify with gangster 


stuff, I'm not into horror —and 
the council estate (dramas), I 
didn't come from that world. A 
white, middle-class foreign boy 
trying to make something like 
that doesn't work." 

The answer was the alleycats, 
a group that the filmmaker fell in 
with when he moved to London 
from his native Switzerland and 
took to cycling around the city. 

He said: "It is more the alleycat 
racing. I like cycling but it is more 
that tribe. I like couriers. I have 
been cycling in London since 
the late 1990s when I arrived. 
There weren't that many cyclists. 
Cycling has exploded." 

He added: "I got into this sort 
of world and found it exciting." 

Bonhote knew early on the 


alleycat riders made the perfect 
subject matter for his film, which 
he started writing back in 2007. 

He said: "Here you have got 
misfits, people from all walks of 
life. You might have a posh kid 
having a rebellion, you might 
have a council estate kid who 
falls into it, you might have some 
Brazilian dudes, some Latin 
American dudes, some illegal 
immigrants. 

"All of that just made it that 
microcosm of people walking 
together and becoming friends by 
sharing a passion. That is why I 
think it is very London." 

The director was also well 
aware that cycling in the capital 
would be an interesting way to 
get action into his film, especially 


on a tight budget. 

Filming took place in London 
locations including Croydon, 
often with the real world carrying 
on alongside. 

Bonhote said: "You could place 
the camera on a bike. I'm a really 
good cyclist and I'm a bit crazy 
and I've shot loads of skateboard 
videos so I took the camera and 
I shot with them in the middle 
of the park. We shot with the 
tracking vehicle. All of those 
elements made it really exciting." 

He added: "What really 
attracted me was the possibility 
to visually make something 
exciting and reveal a part of 
London that people didn't know. 

I love the subculture and the 
exciting visuals you could have." 


Alleycats features a strong 
supporting cast including Rizzle 
Kicks' Jordan Stephens and Four 
Weddings and a Funeral's John 
Hannah, but the film is anchored 
by Poldark actress Eleanor 
Tomlinson as Danni. 

It was important, and entirely 
natural, for Bonhote to have a 
strong female lead. 

He said: "I am single mum 
raised. My dad passed away 
when I was young and my mum 
never got together with anyone 
else. She was twice widowed so 
me and my brother have got a 
very strong mother figure. My 
next film has a female lead. 

"I just find women more 
interesting. In our super-liberal, 
developed, Western society 


we still can't get equal pay etc 
etc, let alone LGBT rights. The 
woman's rights are threatened 
constantly. 

"I know a lot of female 
couriers. They are in the minority, 
not the majority, but they are 
amazing kick-ass women. When 
you look at Team GB, the women 
did better than the men." 

It was also important that 
Danni was a fully fleshed-out 
character rather than a 'super¬ 
tough' hero. 

"Danni is not super-tough. She 
sometimes cracks. She has got 
denial, she has got envy, she has 
got fears, she has got everything 
- she is a human being." 

Alleycats is out on Digital 
Download and DVD now. 
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A south London festival is scientif¬ 
ically-proven to entertain young 
minds.

The 
difference in a baby that is being 
loved and stimulated and re¬ 
sponded to and played with in re¬ 
lation to a baby that is not having 
those experiences changes the 
whole pattern and framework of 
their life. 

"As a society we need to think 
about that."

JOINFORCES 



Joint ownership of a property 
may seem quite straightforward. 
You and your partner buy a 
house together and, after that, 
everything is hunky-dory unless 
the relationship goes pear-shaped. 
Even then, there is no problem. You 
just sell the property and split the 
proceeds 50-50. 

If only it really were that simple. 
In fact, joint ownership is full of 
many complex legal nuances, so 
it is wise to acquaint yourself with 
some of them before signing on 
the dotted line with the love of 
your life. See below 10 top tips to 
consider: 

1) Properties, whether leasehold 
or freehold, can be jointly owned 
by two or more people either 

as joint tenants or tenants in 
common. They are not quite the 
same thing and you need to work 
out which type of joint ownership 
arrangement suits you before a 
property is registered with the 
Land Registry. 

2) If you buy a property with 
someone else your solicitor will 
draw up a 'declaration of trust' 


which will clarify whether you and 
your partner are 'joint tenants' 
or 'tenants in common'. "That 
clarity is important because it 
makes selling a property later 
comparatively straightforward," 
says Nick Alderman, partner at 
Knight Frank. 

3) Joint tenants have equal 
rights to the whole property 
and if one owner dies, the other 
automatically inherits the whole 
property. A joint tenant cannot 
pass on his or her half-share of 
the property to someone else in 
their will. 

4) Tenants in common do not 
necessarily have to own equal 
shares in a property. For instance, 
one could own 75 per cent, the 
other 25 per cent. And their share 
does not automatically go to the 
other in the event of their death. 
They can bequeath it to someone 
else in their will if they wish. 

5) Nothing is set in stone. 
Tenants in common can become 
joint tenants, and often do - if 
they decide to get married, for 
example. Similarly, joint tenants 


might decide to become tenants 
in common, which offers greater 
flexibility in the event of divorce 
or separation. Note that this does 
not have to be done by mutual 
consent. One joint owner can 
serve what is called a 'notice of 
severance' on the other owner. 

6) t is also possible for the sole 
owner of a property to transfer 
the ownership to joint ownership, 
whether as joint tenants or tenants 
in common. This step is often taken 
when couples move in together. 

7) Joint ownership is particularly 
beneficial in the case of second 
homes, on which capital gains tax 
is payable. If the properties are 
jointly owned, both parties can 
take advantage of their capital 
gains tax allowance of £11,100. 

8) The 50:50 split in the case 
of a property co-owned by joint 
tenants also extends to any rental 
income that may accrue from the 
property. 

9) In the event of one joint 
owner of a property 'losing mental 
capacity', and being judged 
incapable of signing legally binding 


documents, the other owner has 
to apply to the Court of Protection 
before he or she can sell the 
property. 

10) It goes without saying that, 
when acquiring a property jointly 
with someone else, you should 
always take expert legal advice 
and mull over the various joint 


ownership options. 

Many couples have lived 
together happily in the same 
property for years and would 
be unable to tell you if they 
were joint tenants or tenants in 
common. They probably see it as 
an academic point. But it may 
be worth clarifying your own 


situation in case of unforeseen 
developments in the future. Time 
spent on research is never time 
wasted.

The VXR delivers the 
attitude we knew was 
buried in the latest Corsa. 
JONATHAN CROUCH reports. 

BACKGROUND: Vauxhall's latest 
version of the Corsa VXR packs a 
205PS punch, a six-speed manual 
gearbox that'll delight the purists 
and the option of a Performance 
Pack with a Drexler differential, 
Brembo brakes and bigger wheels. 
Some trick Koni dampers are 
fitted as standard. Economy and 
emissions lag behind the class best 
but otherwise it's a strong showing. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Here 
in the UK, we do love an underdog 
and on that basis, we ought to be 
all over the Vauxhall Corsa VXR. It's 
never been one of the blue-blood 
hot hatches. It doesn't have the 
lineage of a Peugeot 208 GTI, the 
joie de vivre of a Fiesta ST or the 
track-bred polish of a Renaultsport 
Clio. What many people failed to 
realise about the last Corsa VXR 
is that as a pure road car, it had 
the licking of a number of more 
illustrious names. The combination 
of a slightly more supple ride 
quality and an aggressively punchy 
engine really made sense on British 
roads. Vauxhall built us a car and 
we didn't really repay them. 

Undeterred, they're back with 
another crack. This time round, 


the Corsa VXR rides on a different 
chassis and looks a good deal 
sharper. Can it beat the best in the 
class? Even if it does, will you take 
notice? You're a tough crowd. 
DESIGN: Power comes from 
an entirely predictable source, 
namely a 1.6-litre turbocharged 
petrol engine, in this case sending 
205PS through the front tyres via 
a six-speed manual box. That aces 
the Fiesta ST's 182PS but look a bit 
more closely and you realise that 
the performance margin isn't huge. 
The Corsa manages 245Nm of 
torque, with overboost lifting that 
to 280Nm for a few seconds at a 
time. By contrast the Ford makes 
240Nm of torque, overboosting to 
290Nm. And so it proves with the 
raw numbers, the Corsa getting to 
62mph in 6.8 seconds with a top 
speed of 143mph, while the Fiesta 
manages 6.9 seconds and 137mph. 
So, a small edge to the Vauxhall 
then. 

The Corsa VXR gets Koni 
dampers with Frequency Selective 
Damping (FSD) and rides 10mm 
lower than the standard Corsa. 

For the first time on a hot Corsa, 
the ESP and traction control 
systems are both two-stage and 
switchable, which is a Vauxhall 
first. Competition mode disengages 
traction control and reduces ESP 
interventions, while for track use 
the ESP can be entirely switched 


out. The electrically-assisted power 
steering has been revised for a 
more direct feel, with the 17-inch 
alloys shod with some beefy 
215/45 R17 Michelin rubber. Tick 
the Performance Package option 
and you get an aggressive Drexler 
limited-slip differential, big 330mm 
Brembo brake discs at the front, 
punchier damper settings and 


18-inch rims. 

COST: This Corsa VXR has 
been priced against £20,000 
supermini-based hot hatches like 
the Clio Renaultsport 200 Lux, the 
Peugeot 208 GTi and a top-spec 
version of Ford's Fiesta ST. For 
that kind of money, Vauxhall gives 
you standard Recaro shell-backed 
seats, a leather, flat-bottomed 


steering wheel, sports pedals, 
plus a VXR gear-lever and 
bespoke instruments. A heated 
front windscreen and Intellilink 
connectivity for both Apple iOS 
and Android smartphones are 
also standard. There's also cruise 
control, a trip computer and bi¬ 
xenon headlights. 

Safety systems include six 


airbags and stability control, but 
should you want to go further, you 
can option in Side Blindspot Alert, 
High Beam Assist, Lane Departure 
Warning and a rear-view camera. 
You can even specify a panoramic 
glass roof. The 17-inch wheels that 
come as standard are a bit of a 
dull outing, but the 18-inch option 
rims look the business.

He added: “It feels like it 
has been written in the stars, 
but I am not overwhelmed 
that I am fighting for a world 
title - I am on the biggest 
boxing show this year and I 
am not overwhelmed by that 
either. 

“I know what I am there to 
do, I am there to do my job 
and I am looking forward to 
getting in that ring.” 

Casimero has fought in 
seven world title bouts, but 
that experience is off-set, Ed¬ 
wards believes, because the 
Filipino has never fought in 
the UK. 

“He is a two-weight legiti¬ 
mate world champion, he is 
not a walk in the park - but I 
have been boxing for 12 years, 
and it has all been leading to 
this - this is my time, and I 
intend to take it with both 
hands,” Edwards said. 

“He flew in on Sunday 
night at 9pm, he had a 14- 
hour flight and there is an 
eight-hour time difference. 


“Now he has to make 
weight all week, and he has 
to do the public work-outs - 
everything is in my favour. 

“We have studied him, 
watched his fights - we know 
what we have to do, there 
is a game plan, an A plan and 
a B plan if things go wrong, 


but I don’t see him beating 
me.” 

The public weigh in takes 
place at the indigo at the 02 
Arena on Friday from 12pm, 
and the fight will be on Sky 
Sports Box Office.
